perty of Richard Ridgely. 

William Williams, Richard Gulliford, 
and William Ifaacfon were a fecond 
time indicted, tor burglarioufly break- 
ing and entering a Houle in Spittle- 
fields, ahd ftealing divers kind of 
Goods of a great Value, out of a 
Shop. 


1 Richard Gulliford, 24 Years of 
Age, born of honeft Parents in this 
Town, who educated him at School 
in Reading, Writing, and ‘Arithme- 
tick, to fit him for Bufinefs, and had 
him inftru€ted in the Principles of 
Chriftianity , when of Age, he was 
pat to a Cabinet-maker in Moor fields, 
ani ferved moft of his Time honeitly 
and with approbation. When he left 
his Mafter, and not taking Pleatlare 
in his.own Bufinels, he ferv'd in Ta- 
verns, till he got itito the secquain- 
tance of a Gang of common Thieves, 


-Pick- pockets, and Houle - breakers, 


who never left him till he fell into 
all his Misfortunes. He married a 
Wife, whom he commended for her 
virtuous Inclinations, fhe never ap- 
proving of his villainies, bur always 
adviliug him to follow fome 
Buimeis and live in the fear of God, 
jince the Life heled would foon ine 
vitably bring him to an ignomipious 


End; but he was deaf. to all fuchAd 


monitions, He d that he wass 
great Thief, having broken open 
many Houfes, and done a deal of Mis 
chief otherwile, befides privately 
picking and ftealing whatéver he 
could lay hold on; he alfo owned © 
the two Fatis he was convicted of 
viz, the carrymg away the Show-glals 
in St. Fobn’s-freet, and breakmg the 
SLop open in Spittle-felds, aud fteal- 
ing Goods to a confiderable Valae, 
He was a Youth vicivufly dilpos’d, — 
who delighted in wicked Campapy, 
wate quickly brought him to a fatal 

nd, 

‘Two, or three Days before he waste 


fuffer, he fent a Letter to a Haber. 


dajber of Small Wares in Alder {gate 
Street ; defiring him that he would be 
fo good as to come to him, before he . 
died -accordingly he came on Sut 
day luft, when he acquaiisted him, that 
he with Cole the Evidence, and Cole's 
Wife tcok out-of the Shop Window 
a Box of Handkerchiefs, which they 
Carricd to one Mrs. W——d’s (the 
fame Perfon whom bought the Plate, 
which he F/aacfon and Villiams, ve 
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_ Ridgely of) and were either 
id to one J.—rin 
odd Money. He faid 
the Reafon of his fending for him 
wes, that be had-heard that fome o- 
ther Perfon was fulpected of commit- 
ting the aforefaid Robbery ,  there- 
fore he thooght it his Duty to 
acquaint the Gentleman, who were 
the Perfong that robb’d him, and 
fikewife to fatisfie him how his Goods 
was difpos'd of. 

He lamented greatly that he had 
pegiected his Parents good Advi- 
esand Inftructions, and that he had 
fin’d againft much Light and Know- 
ledge. He behav’d himfelf well un- 
hus Misfortunes, profeifing a deep 
Penitence for all the Sins of his Life , 
he fuid that he believ’d in Chrift his 
only Saviour, and that he died in 
Peace with all Mankind. 


_2 Robert Facks, near 20 Years old, 
. born of honeft Parenis in this Town, 
wno gave him good Education at 
School, where he learned to Wrire 
and Caft-Accompts, and was inftructed 
m the Principles of Chriftianity : 
tis Father bred him to his own Trade 
Of a Houfe-Carpenter, and that Bufi- 
tels he tollowed for fome time, but 
loving to Wander abroad, and meeting 
with bad Company, they foon drew 
tis Mind from every thing that was 
habituated him to Idienefs, 

ed him to leave his Trade, and 
ome Voyages to Sea, but when 
Sie Home meeting with them a- 


fd, at left they engaged him in 


- 
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their defigns of Stealing and Houfe- 
breaking, but he was ciopt in the bud, 
for after the commillion of one Bur- 
glary, he was taken up and brought 
to condign Punifhment for the wick- 
egnels cf his Life. He own’d only 
one Fact of that kind, averred that he 
had not been guilty of amy more, 
and blam’d the Evidence fer a)- 
ledging fome things - wrongfully 
againft him as he faid. He belonged 
to a Man of War at Port/mouth, and 
was only up upon a Furlough, when 
he went out upon his villainous De- 

figns for which he fuffered, Heown’d 
that he had been a crofs, vicious, dif- 
obedient Boy, and therefore God’s 


Judgments had juftly overteken him, 


He behav’d himfelf well, declar’d his 
Penitence, faid that he believ’d in 
Jefus Chrift, through whofe Merits 
and Interceflion, he hop’d, that God 
would pardon bis Sins and fave his 
Soul, and that he forgave all Offen- 
ces done him, as he expected forgive- 
nefs from God, 


3 William Ifaacfon, 45 Yeare of 
Age, faid he was born of honcft Pa- 
rents at the other end of the Town, 
He was educated 11 Yearsin a pub- 
lick Hofpitel, where he was taughe 
Reading, Writing, and Arithmetick, 
and -alfo well inftru@ted in Chriftian 
Principles. When his School educa- 
tion was perfected, they put him te 
Sea, on board a Man of War, and af- 
ter that he continuéd in the King’ 
Ships and was Boat/wain for many 
Years. When he left the publick Ser- 

| vice, 
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vice, he went in Merchants Ships, and 
laft Year he came Home in the Stati- 
on of Mate of a Ship from the Weft. 
Indies, after which he again enterd 
himfelf onfooard a Man of War, and 
continued there till he lately got a 
Furlough for a Month or two in the 
Winter Seafon. He and Facks be- 
Jong’d to the fame Ship, came to 
Town together, and went out upon 
the fame Expeditions, only with tis 
difference, that Facks was a young Be- 
ginner, and led afide by old Practitio- 
ners, having only committed one Bur- 
glary and fome petty Thefts, where- 
as the reft had been old Offenders. 
‘FJaacfon pretended a deal cf Inno- 
cence, tho’ he had been in Tropble 
oftner than once, and: tried for his 
Life, and was a Man of a very vile 
_Charaéter, He did not incline to be 
frank and full in higConfeffions, only 
ackuowledge, that he liv’d a very ir- 
regular Life, that he mad the 
two Burglaries he was convicted of, 
and for that Caufe the Providence of 
God had juftly him. On 
W ednefday laft he defir’d a Perfor 
who came tofee him, to go to Mr, 
Ridgely, a Sibver-Smith, by Hicks's- 
Hall, whofe Shew-glafs he took away 
and for which he fuffers, to defire him 
to ceme to him, for he faid, he could 
help him to all bis Plate again , but 
the Profecutor faid to the Perfon who 
went, that his going to him would be 
of no manners of Service, for he was 
very credible inform’d, that the Per- 
fon who bought the Plate of him, and 


the reft of his Gang, had melted % 
down. Upon which, the Perfon weng 
to Newgate and tola him what ‘the 
Profe:utor faid ;“he feem’d to be very 
uneafie that he would not come tohim, 
and faid, that he conld not go to the 
Place of Execution without feeing him 
nor could he be eafie in his Mind ; 
for he faid, he was willing to do aif 
the good he could while he remain’, 
and to make all the reftitution that 
was in his Power; therefore he defir'd 
the fame Perfon to go again, and tell 
him, that he cculd not die io Peace

The on'y Reafon which induces me 
to give the above Account of my Rob- 
beries was, that I was very fenfible that 
Petions who are now living, were fuf-. 
pected of fome of thofe Robberies 
which I and my Companions have done, 
therefore I thought it my Duty both to 
God and Man * as well as in Compli- 
ance with my Friends Requeft, to clear 
the Innocent. I hope thofe Perfons 
whom I have any - ways injur’d, will 
be fo good Chriftians as to me 
the Injuries which I have done them, — 
as I truly forgive all the World. So 
the Lord have Mercy on my poor 
Soul.

On Saturday the 8th, of Fannary 
laft, Rofe, Fielder, Walker, and two 
others, made.an Appeintnient to Reb 
Mr. Sheldon’s Houle near Croydon in 
Surrey, end for that purpofe, agreed 
te meet at the Half-Moon Tavern at 
Croydon, which they accordingly did 
in the Evening about 6 o’Clock, and 
about 7 went to Mr, Sbheldon’s Walker 
having fome knowledge of the Houfe, 
oing at the Head of his Companions 
into the Yard, perceived a Light in 
the Stable, went thither, where they 
found theCoachman dreiling theHorfes 
him they beund,and going from thence 
met Mr. Sheldon ia the Yardaabom 
they Seiged, and compélled him to 
fhew them the way into the Houfe, 
where as {oon as they entered, they 
Bound Mr. Sheldon, and the reft of 
the Family, and fell to Plondering 
the Houfe ; and took from Mr. Sheldon 


12 Guineas, and feveral Pieces of 


Plate, Jewels, and fome other thin 
of Value, which they carried off wit 


thém ; but before they left the Place, 
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they-returned Mr. Sheldon two Guineas 
of the Money back again; asked Par- 
don for what they had done, and bid - 
him good Night. 

On the 4th of February laft, 
Feilder, Rofe, Turpin, Gregory, and 
Wheeler the Evidence, having formed _ 
a Defign to rob Mr. Lawrence, at 
Edgware-Bury near Stanmore in Mid- 
dicjex, about two o’Clock in the Aftert- 
noon, met at the Black-Horfe in the 
Broad-Way, Wefiminfier (near which 
Rofe and Feilder lodg’d) and fet out 
from thence on Horfeback to the 
Nine-Pin and Bow/ at Edgwar’, where 
they had appointed to meet about 4 
o’Clock; where they ftaid untill five ; 
during which time their Horfes ftood 
n the Yard, by which means Mr. 
Wood who keeps the Houfe, had the 
better Opportunity of obferving the 
Horfes, fo as to remember the fame a- 
gain, when he faw them afcerwards 
in Kiny-fireet in Bloomsbury, where 
they were taken. About five o’Clock 
they went from Mr. Wood's at the 
QDueen’s-Head at Stanmore, and ftaid 
there, from about fix until about feven 
o’Clock ; and then all went away to- 
gether for Mr. Lawrence's, which was 
about a Mile from thence, Where they 
about half an Hour after feven: 
‘Mr. Lawrence had but juft before been 
paying off fome Workmen, who were 
diicharged and gone from the Houle : 
On their arrival at Mr. Lawvencc’s, 
they alighted from their Horfes at the 
outer-gate; and Feilder getting over 
the Hatch into the Ship-yard, met with

Mr.. Lawrence's Boy juft putting up 
fome Sheep ; him they feiz’d, and pre- 
fenting a Piftol to him, Feilder faid he 


would fhoot him if he offer’d to ery 
out, and then took off the Boy’s

quiring of him what Servants Mr, 

awrince kept, and who. was -in the 
Houfe, they oblig’d him to tell them; 
they then told him they would not 
hurt him, but that he muft go to the 
Door with them, and when they knock-

{wer and bid them open the Door to 
let him in, and that they would give 
him fome Money ; accordingly they 
led the Boy to the Door, but he was

took the Boy and led him into the 
next Room, with his Hands ty’d, and 
fetting him down by the Fire examina 
him what Fire-arms Mr, Lawrence 
in the Houfe, and being told thet 
was none but an old Gun, they wee 
and fetch’d that, and broke itin pieces,

One of 
them took a Chopping-Bill, and threat- 
ened to cut off his Leg therewith, then 
they broke his Head with their Piftols, 
and dragg’d him about by the Hair of 
the Head. One of them took a Kettle 
full of Water off of the Fire, and flung 
it upon him (thro’ Providence) it did 
him no other Harm than wetting him 
only, by Reafon the Maid had juft be- 
fore taken out the greateft Part of the 
boyling Water, and filled it again-up 
with cold. Then they havled him 
about again, fwore they would rip him 
up and burn him alive, if he didnot 
tell where the reft of his Money was; 
then they proceeded to make a further

My Son had in the, Houfe between twenty 


and thirty Pounds which was all loft— They 


took my Sheers, Table Cloths, Napkins, 
and all the beft Linnen I had— They broke 


my Head with their Piftols, fe that rhe blood 


run down and matied my Hair, and {wore 
that I fhould nor live till Morning if I did 
not difcover where my Money was— One 
of them hada Linnen Cloth over his Face, 
and they had pull’'d up the Capes of rheir 
Coats— Ar their firft coming in, they broke
